The celebrated American newspaperman Hey- 
wood Broun became a Catholic in 1939. In 
November of that year he began a series of col- 
umns in The Commonweal. Thee of them ap- 
peared before his untimely death. 


His first column in this magazine spoke about his 
conversion, and the accusations which then had 
been made against him: " 'You grow old and fat,’ 
they say. 'You have reached your dotage and fear 
of death has laid its grip upon you.’ ... 


"| was more fearful at fifteen than at fifty... . 
Very vividly | still remember a boy on the block 
who was crushed beneath a truck when he and | 
were five or six years old. We stood gaping, 
aghast but in a morbid way excited as the ambu- 
lance came down our street. . . . Fear had come 
to the brownstone fronts of West 87th Street. 
And without faith the fear is not so much the 
dread of extinction but the horror which one 
feels at the aimlessness of a world wholly un- 
motivated. That sort of world has all the bleak- 
ness of bad theater, bad art and jumbled com-

During the past few months Com- 
monweal editors have participated 
in a number of extra-curricular 
activities. Here is a partial list. 

Editor Edward S. Skillin gave 
a talk on the interracial question 
at the headquarters of the Cath- 
olic Worker. A few weeks later 
he presented a Citation to Jacques 
Maritain on behalf of the Notre 
Dame Club of Northern New 
Jersey. 

Executive Editor John Cogley 
spoke at the Midwest Regional 
meeting of the Catholic Press As- 
sociation and gave a formal lec- 
ture at Notre Dame University 
just before leaving for the Holy 
Land. Along with Harold Fey oi 
the Christian Century and Rabbi 
Morris Lazaron of the Jewish 
Newsletter he reported on his trip 
to the Middle East, at meetings 
held in Washington and Chicago 
and spoke on the same subject 
before the Overseas Press Club 
in New York and at a luncheon 
meeting during the annual con- 
vention of the American Friends 
of the Middle East in New York. 

During the past semester Man- 
aging Editor James O'Gara 
taught four courses at Fordham, 
filling in for a professor of soci- 
ology who was doing special stud- 
ies in Europe. Mr. O'Gara also 
addressed a regional gathering of 
C1O officers, an Eastern Catho- 
lic Press Association meeting, and 
the combined Newman Clubs of 
Hofstra and Adelphi colleges. 

Assistant Editor William Pfaff 
spoke before the student body of 
Marymount College on the gen- 
eral subject of the Catholic’s re- 
sponsibilities as a citizen and later 
returned to participate in a panel 
of journalists on the influence of 
the press on public opinion. Wil- 
liam Clancy, Assistant Editor, ad- 
dressed groups at Manhattan Col- 
lege and recently returned from 
a short speaking tour in the East- 
ern states during which he par- 
ticipated in several public discus- 
sions of the UN. 
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
